When the Welsh soccer side anrived in Leipzig they were dumb- 
founded when they saw the ground where the match was to be played.

Beneath a mighty avaleshaped 
carth dam, all of it under grass, 
are hidden the rubble and debris 
of many. of Lelpzig's former 
dwelling houses, Work on the 
stadium did not start until April, 
1985, Yet- it wos finished by 
August, 1956! 

T was told in Lelpzig that
